A few more words on the recent rail- 
way discussion and we have finished. 
We have been accused of leaving the 
subject with a "piteous lament," but by 
what the alleged lamentation was caus- 
ed -vfa We not informed. The stand -we 
have taljen iii'thef matter we believe to 
be the^orrect one. The construction 
of a^jline of railway from Yale to Sa- 
vona, simultaneously witli the construc- 
tion of the Island Railway, would, not 
only afford an active market for the 
products of the interior, and conse- 
quently keep in circulation amongst our 
ownpeople money which wouldotherwise 
be sent to a foreign country, but would 
stimulate inimigrution and increase the 
number of a most valuable class of 
settlers — those who pre-empt or purch 
ase land and eultivate it; Members of 
the Local Government have frequently 
pledged themselves to advocate protec- 
tion to the farmer, but now, when a 
golden opportunity is presented to 
enable them to at least make an effort 
to obtain that protection, we find their 
organ absolutely asserting that it 
is not prepared to see railway work 
carried on on such a scale as would give 
fresh life and vigor to the producers of 
the Mainland as well as of the Island. 
Construction on the I\Iainland does 
not mean delay in building the 
Island railway, and we have yet to 
hear the first successful argument 
that it does. Wo adhere therefore to 
our contention that whilst Pine River 
Pass is in the course of examination 
the Esquinmlt-Nanaiino railway should 
be commenced, and to afford protection 
to the farmers and benefit every class 
of the community, as well as to open 
up a splendid section of the country, a 
line from Yale to Savona should simul- 
taneously be built. Surely there can 
be no indiscretion in asking the Federal 
Government, whose policy is one of 
thorough protection, to afford the 
Province the means of protecting her- 
self against the inroads of foreign pro- 
duce. 

RUSSIAN RULE IS- BULGARIA. 



Whatever may be the faults or errors 
of the Russian Government, there is no 
doubt that in the organization of the 
affairs of Bulgaria they have displayed 
a great degree of skill and ability. It 
is little more than eight weeks since the 
actual work of organization was com- 
menced, and4t is learned, on the au- 
thority of a letter from Tirnova, that 
the task in Bulgaria proper has been to 
a largo extent completed, that town 
municipalities and rural communes have 
been formed, and that the country has 
been covered with a network of local 
administration. The scheme which the 
Russian authorities have adopted has 
been largely modelled on the system of 
local government prevailing in Russia, 
which is undoubtedly one of the most 
highly organized in Europe. The Bul- 
garian people have also adapted them- 
selves with wonderful ease and rapidity 
to the new state of affairs. It is well 
known that in Russia the great diffi- 
culty is to get people to take an active 
share in the M'ork of local administra- 
tion. This difficulty has not as yet 
been experienced in Bulgaria. The 
people nave thrown themselves into it 
with great readiness, and if the control 
of the Russian authorities were with- 
drawn to-morrow the country would be 
left with an excellent and admirably- 
worked system of internal administra- 
tion; 

WEAT ARE THEY DOING 
ABOUT ITl 



This is a question which naturally 
arises in the mind of most people with 
reference to the Local Government 

') and the Chinese question. What are 
they going to do about it? Are they 
availing themselves of the excellent op- 
portunity now presented to forward to 
the Federal Government a minute sup- 
porting the position taken by the 
Workingmen's Protective Association, 
or are they tacitly permitting the evil 
of Chinese immigration to remain in 
atattt' quo? It appears to us that if 
the ministry were really desirous of as- 
sisting the working classes in their 
struggle against the Mongol they would 
have represented to the Ottawa Gov- 
ernment the prejudicial effects the con- 
tinued immigration of Chinese has had 
on the white labor of the Province. 
On former occasions we have heard 

^iBuch about the sineerity of the Gov- 
ernment in connection with the passage 
of their unconstitutional tax bill, and 
now that that has become inoperative 
it is quite in order that we should bo 
informed as to their actions, if any, cal- 
culated to strengthen the hands of the 
workingmen. Perhaps the Govern- 
ment-will be good enough to inform 
the community through the columns of 
their organ what they have really done 
andiwhen they did it. 



At Kiev, in Russia, on the night 
of October 2-tth, a murderous attack 
was made on an officer of the jp^lice. 
Two elegantly dressed ladies accosted 
an officer in one of the principle streets 
and while one of them engaged him in 
conversation, the other aimed a blow 
at him with a dagger, which, fortunate- 
ly, did not wound him severely. Ho 
shouted "Murder!" and ran off to call 
the watch. Meantime, the editor of a 
local newspaper, the Listok, who 
chanced to pass at the moment, asked 
the women what provoked them to 
such a deed. "Mind your own busi- 
ness or you will not escape our hands," 
was the answer he received. The 
women were able to withdraw -without 
molestation, and the editor saw them 
step into a handsome carriage which 
was evidently waiting for them. The 
number of Nihilists who are in prison 
in Odessa amoants to 340. 

Says the St. Petersburg E.cchan<je 
Gazette : "There is no denying the fact 
that henceforth we shall have to devote 
180,000,000 roubles- a year— that is, 
one-third ot the entire revenue — to the 
payment of interest of the National 
debt. This sura is not likely to de- 
crease; on the contrary, it may increase. 
Wo have increased our debt the last 
two years by one and three-fourths, 
and, accordingly, require 70,000,000 a 
year more to cover the interest, and 
this though wo had a deficit in 187G, 
before the war began. No little cun- 
ning will be required to combat the 
difliculties arising from this state of 
tilings." The Rmski J/ir adds: — "To 
economize is the only means to make 
both ends meet. Our country is poor, 
our population thin, our production and 
commerce undeveloped. We are un- 
able to bear any longer the financial 
burden imposed u])on us. France has 
proved rich enough to overcome any 
number of political catastrophes; but 
we are poor, and have no adequate 
resources. To develop our domestic 
resources should bo our earnoat en- 
deavor,"

Sard Times in England. 

England has entered upon a winter 
which will witness torriblo priviitioii 
among tens of thouaaiul.s. Cotton, coal 
and iron worlccrs nro all in tho saiiio sad 
plight. Writing from Shulliold at the 
close of last montli, tho Lpocial corros- 
poHcloiit of tho Engineer, after recoui.ting 
how tho iron masters have told their men 
that without further reduction of wages 
they cannot possibly compote with French 
or Belgian firms, proceeds to say: — " I 
went over our iron workers' district last 
Friday. It presents a pitiable appearance. 
In Brightsido, Griinsthorpo, &c., tlicre 
are streets wliich have scarcely a single 
occupant. In other parts there are whole 
rows with tho shutters up, and it wn.s rare 
indeed to find a road where half tho 
houses wore inhabited. Nor was tills all. 
I found that for the .sake of cheapno.ss 
throe and four families had clubbed toge- 
ther and huddled theinselveH into one 
dwelling, where they are living under 
conditions certainly not favorable to 
health or morality. The publicans and 
merchants have snllbred sevoroly during 
tho last two years and tho weakest have, 
as usual, gone to tho v,-all. " These men 
have no money wherewith to roach the 
Australasian ooloniea — even assuming 
tlipre to be a demand for their services, 
wd there certainly is none here. York- 
shire and Lancashire will have a heavy 
poor-rate this winter. 

Oa^i'boo. 

Within tho last few weeks vory little 
snow has fallen. The Enter[iri.so Company 
is crushing, but owing to thero not being 
enough snow, the stamps cannot be sup- 
plied' with ore fast enough to keep them 
at work steadily. Up to Novcmlier 28th 
seventy-livo tons had been crushed, and 
fifty ounces of amalgam scraped from tho 
plates. This is about one-f.jiirth of the 
proceeds, aa the bulk is cauglit in the 
batterj'. Mr. Riotto intends to clean up 
after 300 tons are crushed and make the 
whole amalgam into a bar. Tho ore in 
the mine holdsvout splendidly.

Of Charles Dickens' homo at Gad- 
shill, a private letter says that It has 
already boon sold. It went under the 
auctioneer'.s hniiiiiior when Mr. Charles 
DickeiiH, tlio oldest .son of tho uovoli.st, 
removeil to London. It i.s not yet 
known in what manner tho many 
mementoes of Diekens were dispersed, 
nor what prices were realized. Tho 
atatomont is made, howover, that tlio 
miniature Swi.ss Cliatlet— a pre.scnt 
from Fecliter, tho actor— in which 
Dickens wrote nearly all hi» hitor 
works has been carried from "GadahiU" 
to tho grounds of the Crystal Palace 
Company, at >Sydenham. Recently, 
too, Bloak house, at Rrood.stairs, well 
known to nil readers of Dickens, has 
passed into tho posse.s.sion of a Ken- 
tish Board of Guardians of the Poor, 
and is to be used as a Convalescent 
Home. This pleasant house is mis- 
named, and Dickens himself could not 
have wished a better use for it than that 
to which it is now devoted. 

Her Majesty's troop.sliip Malabar, 
witli nearly ono thousand troops on 
board for India, was picked up early 
on the morning of November 2nd. in a 
helpless condition oft' tlie Start by the 
merchant steamer Benjamin Whit- 
worth, and towed into Plymouth Har- 
bor to be repaired. The Malabar sail- 
ed from Portsmouth on November 1st, 
and was to liave called at Plymoutli to 
embark more soldiers.

The Black Prince, the 
ironclad which was to have conveyed 
tho Marquis of Lome and the Princess 
Louise to Canada, broke down twice 
on her way from Malta to Marseilles, 
and had to put back to the Island for 
repairs. 

Dr. Blyden, the distinguished 
African who was educated in Liberia, 
and afterward became Secretary of 
State in that settlement, and who is 
now its Minister to Groat Britain, 
has been cordially received in England.

Smyth, all of pure African blood, wore 
asked by the Dean of Westminster to 
meet a distinguished party at dinner, 
who treated them as "men and brothers."

Mr. S. C. Salisbury, the inventor, 
proposes to equip the 300 blast fur- 
naces of Pittsburg as soon as the experi- 
ments are concluded which he is now- 
making before the Government Com- 
mi^ou, the results of ■]«fbich Engineer 
Isherwood will incorporate in his report 
to the Navy Department. Should his 
proposition be accepted, of which there 
seems but little doubt, it will involve 
a permanent contract with the oil-pro- 
ducers and with persons who will pipe 
the oil to Pittsburgh. This w-ili great- 
ly benefit tho producers, w-honi ho will 
relieve of a daily surplus production of 
about 12,000 barrels, which they can- 
not sell, tho market being so depre.ssod 
that oil cannot be pumped without 
loss. Should his plans bo successful, 
this invention will secure him an enor- 
mous income from royalties. 

" Of course this is something to bo 
proud of," ho .said, "but it doesn't com- 
pare with some other things I am get- 
ting ready ; in fact, it sinks into utter 
insignificance," and ho snapped his 
fingers at tho flaming spray. 

" Thev talk about heating buildings 
thoroughly with common steam," ho 
continued, " it won't freeze, they say ; 
now-, let a snapping cold day come, how 
nnicli docs tho upper part of a largo, 
high building benefit from lieating by 
stortin pipes, when the furnaces are in 
the cellar?

I can heat a whole block 
perfectly by an underground apparatus 
that will furni.sli a heating gas .so quiet- 
ly that no one will know where the ap- 
paratus is located, at a cost much less 
than that for coal, to say nothing about 
the cost for labor and tho dirt tliat 
must attend tho use of coal." 

"Then I will produce, also under 
ground, and furnish to an entire block 
at a time, and noiselessly, nil aqueous 
vapor for cooking. I will cook " — Mr. 
Salisbury smacked his lips wid his eyes 
gloated over imaginary ribs of beef and 
steaming game — "meat, without fire, 
so that the outside will bo coated with 
a brown, crisp crust, and all the juice 
will be preserveil inside. There is no- 
thing in tho culinary department that I 
will not bring to perfectif)n. Epicures 
liave eaten at my table and they say 
they had never dreamed of such food 
before ; it's tho finest thing in the 
world. I took them out to my cooking 
a])paratus and they were still more 
dumbfounded ; it was pcrfectl}' clean 
and these was no odor about it. Dumb- 
founded is a mild w-ord to express what 
they looked, felt and said about it." 

" Don't you cook in a stove T was 
asked timidly. 

" In a stove ? well — yes — perhaps 
you had better call it so just now," the 
jolly inventor laughed in reply, " but it 
is made of w-ood." 

" When did you get all these no- 
tions 1" 

" Oh, I've been working them up 
since I studied chemistry with Michael 
Faraday twenty years ago. ]\Iy head 
w-as full of the theories which I am 
now beginning to reduce to practice." 

" Your appliances, then, are all at 
hand 1" 

" Yes, and always have been ; the 
whole earth furnishes mo with ap- 
pliances. It took mo years of labor 
and thought to discover them, but now, 
I have but to command, and everything 
becomes subservient to mo." 

Mr. Salisbury expects to apply his 
cooking apparatus to tho Matthews 
building, at Fourth avenue and Seven- 
teenth street. 

Prom Q-ravo7ard to Madhouse. 

[From the Coston AiUcrtiscr.] 

A fe w weeks ago a German by the 
name of Starbecker, employed in the 
forge department of the Dover Stamp- 
ing Co., was made the victim of a 
practical joke that hfts since resulted in 
his becoming insane and being incar- 
cerated in the lunatic asylum at Wor- 
cester. Tho facts in the case as glean- 
ed from a trust-w-ortliy source are 
briefly as follows: In the department 
where Starbecker was employed are 
Sfiveral young men who were acquaint- 
ed with his eccentricities, and frequent- 
ly made him the butt for petty jokes. 
One day ono of the gang took the Ger- 
man aside and told him that in a cer- 
tain cemetery in Longwood there w-as 
a grave in which several thousands of 
dollars were buried, together with the 
body of a man who had a peculiar re- 
ligious belief while in life, and which 
corresponded with that of Starbecker. 
He was led to believe that by visiting 
the ccnietery on a certain night and 
reueuting portions of his creed, all 
would be made clear to him, and the 
incney would be his. 

He proceeded to act on the suggestion 
of the fellows, and one dark night 
walked over accompanied by them, to 
the cemetery, as directed, and went to 
a grave in a reiiioto part of the yard. 
Here he w-as told to kneel before a 
tombstone and repeat the names of 
certain gods, and when tho name of 
the right one was reached ho would 
know all — a spirit would appear and 
designate the hiding place of the money. 
While engaged in his devotions, one of 
the young men approached the stone, 
enveloped in a white sheet. This had 
the effect of frightening the man, who 
started to run away; but he ha,d pro- 
ceeded only a few "yards when he ran 
into the arms of a figure clothed in a 
black cloak. The poor fellow fell in 
a fit. Recovering from this, he started 
on a run for home, reaching it about 
midnight, nearly dead with fright. 

From that night Starbecker has been 
more or less afTeoted in his mind. He 
has neglected his w-ork, and seemed to 
be impressed with the idea that 
tho money would be his some 
time. Last Saturday he went to the 
factory w-ith a lot of documents drawn 
up in German,' and wished them tran- 
slated into English. It was then found 
that he was insane, and yesterday he 
'^as.takeA to the asylum. The young 



men — Patrick Crowley, Barney Welsh, 
Patrick Flood and Daniel Hayes — 
are much concerned over the atTair, 
and heartily wish themselves out of 
it. Starbecker has a wife and two 
children.
